Atkins Passed Through the Collector’s Office,

Judge McCay, of all 
dates, presented what should have 
been the most commanding chims. There 
was no doubt of his loyalty to his party. The 
almost unanimous voice of the bar of Atlanta 
the principal point in the new district asked 
hisappo:ntment. The press of the state gen- 
erally favored it. Of nine congressmen eight 
signed a strong petition in his behalf. Both 
senators would have named him as their 
choice. Besides this, men high in the repub- 
lican party at the north made urgent per- 
sonal requests in his behalf. 
THE OTHER CANDIDATES, 

Mr. George Thumas, Judge Cunningham 
and Colonel Printup each presented good cer- 
tificates of their fitness for the office. Atkins 
belonged to the little ring of four or five re- 
publican politicians, who somehow gained 
the big ear of the administration and secured 
the distribution of the patronage in the state. 
Their little slate was made out. The princi- 
pal points on the slate were to pick out the 
best officers for themselves, and in this 
arrangement Mr. Atkins was chosen to appear 
in the attitude of a judge. Nobody blames 
him for wanting the office. But everybody 
knows thatthe people wanta judge. Atkins’s 
practice had extended over a period of a year 
or so, and that a long time ago, and even the 
awkward excuse of his advocates that their 
man was studying and would Know lots of 
law by the time he was confirmed, did not 
exactly satisiy the public. 

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S VIEWS 

The atturney general happens to be a law- 
yer who studied law before he was appointed, 
and he did not take to this new method of 
miaking a judge. He soon chose from among 
the applicants, the man whose reputation and 
whose indorsements showed him io bean emi- 
nent lawyer, and to the last his adyice to the 
president was to appoint Mctay. 1 presi- 
dent happens to be a politician who cares 
more fur carrving out the siate of his little 
syndicate in Georgia than for giving the peo- 
ple a capable and fair judge. As the appoint- 
ing power lay with the president the poll- 
tician won. When Mr. Atkins was collector 
of customs at Savannah, John Sherman was 
secretary of the treasury and an avowed, can- 
didate for the presidency. Atkins Was an en- 
thusiastic (rrant man and lost his place. Grant 
remembered his fidelity and the reward for 
his stalwafrtism has come, 

HOW ATKINS LEFT OFFICE, 

As to how he left the offiee in Savannah, 
there are some critieisins not to his credit. 
Other reports give good reasons why Atkins 
should not be agistrict judge of the United 
States. I will not refer to these things hore 
fuily until they are brought out in the senate, 
as they surely will be. The zealous friends 
who have brought this nomination on Atkins 
are responsible for the searching examination 
of his record the senaté is in auty bound to 
make. As soon as the nomination went in 
Colonel Farrow, the only one of the original 
Georgia syndicate who stuck tc Atkins to the 
last, went heartily to work to feel the pulse of 
the senate. Colonel Farrow is an energetic 
man, a fast walker, and a fast 
talker. By this time, [ suppose, he has seen 
a good many senators and with some ot them 
his interviews were probably not just such as 
he could have desired. The colonel will find 
enough work en this line to engage him the 
rest of the session. He contidently predicts 
the nomination of his friend. If he is con- 
firmed then according toa prophecy of the 
colonel a month ago Mr. Buck will lose his 
valuable place as cierk of the United States 
courts at Atlanta. Farrow says Atkins is un- 
friendly to the retention of - Buck and that 
Don Pardee, the circuit judge, is too. To- 
gether they could bounce him 

THE RESULT. 

Various guesses are made concerning the 
fate of the nomination It-is generally agreed 
that a nearly solid democratic vote against it 
will be cast, though Farrow says’ he thinks 
several democrats will vote fora conlirmation. 
A full democratic negative vote would defeat 
Atkins, fur nobody believes John Sherman 
will vote ter him. Mr. Windom, I hear, on 
good authority, is inclined to vote against 
him, and Mr. Van Wyck, already miffed with 
the administration, will not réquire much 
coaxing to plant his veto on this 
unpalatable nomination. As to Don Came- 
ron, Lsuppose be will now do anything to 
keep the administ¥ation at his back in the 
hard fight in-Pennsylvania. Simon Cameron 
used his influence to have McCay nominated 
and he weuld not swallow Atkins, but Don 
will dance to the music | reckon, and stick to 
Arthur's choice. Mr. Edmunds has always 
been a stickler forthe dignity of the bench 
and this nomination might catch shot from 
him if he were here. The Massachusetts sen- 
ators are in a mood which makes their posi- 
tion on any objectionable nomination uncer- 
tain. With a solid democratie vote and Joln 
Sherman Atkins will be defeated and the 
chanehes are in favor of several otber 
republicans in the negative, To Atlanta and 
the northern district of Georgia, this is the 
most important question of the present ses- 
sion. The senate has only a few days to act 
on it, and if it is delayed until December our 
new court will not come as soon as we ex pect- 
ed it, for Atkins cannot siton the bench until 
he has been confirmed. His friends conti 
dently predict his confirmation. If their 
opinion is correct, I hope he will make us a 
good and honest judge. 

POINTS. 

Considerable interest is taken here in the 
Georgia caynpaign. Mr, Stepbens’s nomina- 
tion for governor is considered a foregone con- 
clusion, and the correspondénts for one rea- 
son regret it. He is one of their favorite 
themes and they will miss his rolling chair 
from the capitol.

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THE PLANETARY COURSES.

WasHINGTOoN. July 7.—As a result of 
the consultation . between the  govern- 
ment coursel in the star route’ cases 
upon the recently discovered import» 
ant evidence, Colonel Bliss, through Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill, this mirning filed 
a motion in the criminal court for a re- 
convention of the grand jury. Judge Wylie 
granted the motion and issued an order con- 
vening the jury at 10 o'clock Monday thie 
loth instant. The prosecution haverno doubt 
oftheir ability to obtain new indictments. 
It is probable that the defendants will then be 
immediately arraigned, although they cannot 
be ‘tried before the October term of the 
court. There is much speculation as to the 
character of this new evidence. The testi- 
mony otf Contractor Walsh is said to form part 
of it. Among other sensational rumors is ove 
to the etfect that prominent officers whe have 
not yet been openly mentioned wuli be indict- 
ed in connection with the star route frauds. 
In the cases now on trial the government ex- 
pect to close their evidence upon the routes 
within three days, as they have but few more 
witnesses to examine and but. little docu- 
mentary evidence to present.

But there was no one there to give the nec- 
essary order, and without the order the troops 
would not anddid notstir. Skobeleff himself 
led the assault on borseback right upto the 
glacis of the redoubt. His horse, tie seventh 
killed under him in that campaign, was 
blown to pieces by a shell which burst right 
under his belly, but he bimselfeescaped un- 
hurt, and led the way into the redoubt on 
foot, swordin hand. That is the sort of 
leader whom soldiers will die in following, 
and it was his services on that day that won 
for him the rank of lieutenant general. 

PERSONAL LOOKS. 

Skobeleff was tall in stature and powertully 
built, with small waist and large shoulders. 
He wore—or did in 1877—his bair cropped as 
closely as a prize-fighter, and had long pen- 
dent yellow whiskers and a formidable mus- 
tuche. He wotld have been cailed handsome 
were it not for an unhandsome nose. His 
eyes were gray and small, but bright with 1n- 
telligence and determination, and his short. 
thin upper lip closed over teeth brilliant as 
ivory. Ina battie he liked to wear a white 
coat and ride a white horse, and was tius as 
inviting a mark as can be well imagined. The 
reason is said to be that he was superstitious, 
as men Of action often are, and believed him- 
self invulnerable until his mission has been 
aecoluplished. 

HIS FAMILY 

Skobelefi inherited his military 
from his grandfather and father, 
both generals and chevaliers of St... George. 
Tne former had four tingers cut off and bis 
elbow shattered inthe war of 1831. He had 
risen from the ranks, and was a Muscovite. 
From bis mother Skobeleil the third derived | 
his disposition and intellectual tastes. She | 
was murdered in Bulgaria by an oftticer of ber 
son’s staff. The general venerated her mem- 
ory, and always spoke of her with faltering 
voice. Though of practicai mind, she wasa 
woman of lofty thoughts, and, unknown to 
herself, a poet. She attended sedulously to 
the caducation of Michael and her three 
daughters, and imbued them with the idea 
that good feeling is the basis of 
good manners, and the cement which 
holds families and nations together. 
Mme. Skobeleff used to say to her children: 
“If you are not truthful you will be con- 
temptible. Butif you elect to be truthful 
you bind yourselves over to act like heroes in 
small things and in great!’’ The Skobeleff 
family was poor, and had no long ancestral 
line. But its social prestige, which was en- 
tirely due to the force of character and accom- 
plish ments of the late Mme. Skobeleff, became 
so great that the noblest families in Russia 
sought to be allied toit. The eldest daughter 
is Princess Peloseisky, the second Mme, Tcher- 
naieff, and the third its married to Count 

sjeauharnais, son of the late Grand Duchess | 
Marie, and first cousin of the czar. She is | 
not given imperial rank in court, but is treated 
as a cousin by Alexander and the czarina. 

The general's death was dueto heart dis- 
ease. The funeral will take place on the 9th 
inst. Maksakoff, the well known editor and 
leader of the pan-slayists party, was present 
at the last moment. :

Wasnminecton, Juiy 3.—Ex-Secretary Ram- 
sey, a member of the Utah commission, who 
has been here for several days on business in 
connection with the commission, will proba- 
bly return to Minnesota to-morrow. He Says 
nothing will be done in the way of organiz- 
ing the commission and beginning its work ’ 
till after the bill* making the necessary pro- 
vision for expenses has become alaw. The 
bill-will no doubt be passed before the ad- 
journment of congress. Ié it should not, it 
will be impossible for the commission to do 
anything until the next session, Mr.

It is probable that all that 
wus intended to be gained by the bill will be 
accom plished, but the territory is irrevocably 
in the hands of the Mormons, who will con- 
trolit.

From the Railroad Record. 

It is very probable that the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad will soon com- 
mence an extension from a point on their 
line fifteen miles westof Brunswick, Ga., to 
Hart’s road, Florida via St. Marys, Ga. The 
people of St. Marys are very anxious to have 
the road cross the St. Marys river at that city 
instead of higher up, as has been proposed. 
St. Marys has as fine a harbor as can be found 
in the south, for it does not only embrace 
Cumberland sound and river, but the Amelia, 


St. Marys, Jolly and North river, skirting the 
city on the east. When the jetties that are 
being rapidly constructed in the St. Marys 
bar are completed, it will give twenty-one Teet 
of water onthe barat lowtide with arise 
of seven feet. The citizens of St. Marys,dream 
of the time when she, rising in view of the 
billows of the Atlantic, fanned as she is by 
the fresh and bracing breezes trom the sea, 
with her springs of sparkling waters and 
shady groves, will become the great summer- 
ing place for the up-country,as she is now fast 
becoming a favorite winter resort for northern 
people. From Hart's Road a railroad runs 
directly to Jacksonville, Florida. This great 
corporation known as the Thomas-Seney syn- 
dicate has, asits representative in the con- 
struction department in this section, Major 
W. V. McCracken, who has proven by his 
management in building the Cincinnati and 
Georgia railroad, to be one of the most 
rapid builders of railroads in America. 
Colonel J. H. Woodward, well known as 
“Jayhawker,” of the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
looks after the development of the country 
through which the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia and Cincinnati and Georgia rail- 
road pass; and to say that he is as complete a 
success in this business as he was a news- 
paper correspondent, is but the truth, Be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon, 87 miles, the grad- 
ing is finished, and onthe glorious Fourth the 
first train willrun through. This division of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad will not be opened for business, how- 
ever, until August Ist. The work between 
Rome, Georgia, and Atlanta, has been detain- 
ed on account of a tunnel, of 900 feet, near 
Rockmart, but through trains will run before 
November ist. The Red Clay and Ooltewah 
cut-off, makes this line from Chattanooga, 
via Rome and Atlanta, to Macon, about 14 
miles shorter than by evisting roads, and the 
same distance that it is to Savannah. 
GEORGIA PACIFIC. 

Major R. H. Temple, chief engineer of the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, has extended the 
track toto a point 32 miles west of Atlanta. 
In a few days* Villa Rica, 36 miles distant, 
will have a train. The grading has been 
largely completed to Anniston, Ala., on the 
Selma, Rome and D-lton division of the East 
Tennessee and Georgia railroad, about 100 
miles from Atlanta.

A recent issue of the Sparta Is hinaelite 
one of the most intelligent of our exchanges, 
is teeming with editorial articles and para- 
graph; relating to the twothirdsrule Even 
& casual reading of our contemporary would 
impress one with the idea that it is engaged 
in fighting a dark conspiracy against the two- 
thirds rule, the conspirators being. a number 
of allied sons of thunder, who are anxious to 
shake down the blue firmament and shatter 
the cast iron pillars of democracy. The fol- 
lowing is a specimen paragraph from the

Ishmaelite: 

The intelligence of the state seems to be in favor 
of continuing the two-third rule, but intelligence 
is not worth mueh when it comes in contact with 
brute force. Intelligence adopted this rule in the 
last convention and brute force overrode it, and 
inaugurated a bitter u-eless campaign Will the 
break be repedted? If so, Georgia is ruined. 

Our contemporary evidently identifies the 
majority with what it is pleased to term brute 
force, Itisto be doubted whether the mi- 
nority is more intelligent than the majority, 
but even if it were otherwise, our contempo- 
rary ought to bearin mind that the will of 
the majority is supposed to prevail under our 
form of government. Whatever conspiracy 
there has been against the two thirds rule 
has been advertised in the democratic news- 
papers for several weeks.

people to settle through their representatives 
in.the convention and that settlement will 
be entirely satisfactory to every true democrat 
in the state. The claim, however, that 
two-thirds rule is sacredis absird. It is sim- 
ply one method of party organization, and it 
is no more binding upon those who desire to 
bolt than the majority rule. While it com- 
mends itself to some democrats, it is very 
objectionable to others, and this growing 
objection prompted the action of the 
executive committee. Just how ‘‘sacred”’ 
the two-thirds rule has been 
Georgia since the war may be estimated 
when it is known that the rule has been 
adopted but once in gubernatorial conven- 
tions, and that wasin the convention of 1859, 
when the party was threatened with division, 
and actually did divide. Let usrun over the 
facts of history. 

Fn 1866, Governor Jenkins was called out by 
prominent citizens, 

In 1868, General Gordon was nominated by 
the democratic executive committee, which 
had successively nominated Augustus Reese 
and David Irwin, both ef whom declined on 
account of ineligibility. 

In 1871, after Bullock fled, the democratic 
convention passed the majority rule, by a vote 
of 13L to 38, and nominated James M. Smith 
for the balance of Bullock’s term. Julian 
Hartridge, as chairman of the committee on 
rules, reported the majprity rule. 

In 1872, the democratic convention adopted 
the majority rule unanimously and nomi- 
nated Governor Smith. General A. R. Law- 
ton was chairman of the committee on rules 
and Colonel Thomas Hardeman president of 
the convention, 

In 1876, the convention took no action on 
rules, but nominated Alfred H.Colquitt by ac- 
clamation. 

In 1880, the democratic convention adopted 
the two-thirds rule, the only time since the 
war. Thus, it will be seen, the only prece- 
dent for the rule is the convention that ended 
in a practical division of the party. At the 
same time, we merely give the facts and leave 
the convention to take such action as it may 
deem proper.

THE SUEZ CANAL. , 

England is about to send two expeditions 
to Egypt and all her available ships of war 
for the purpose, not so much of conquering 
the nationalists, as to maintain and preserve 
her immense interests in the Suez canal. It is 
not too much to say that she could better 
afford to lose Ireland or even Scotiand than a 
right to use without extra risk or hindrance 
the canal that French money and French 
skill built. 

This great work is about 100 miles long, ex- 
tending from Port Said to Suez on the Red

sea. It has no locks, and the depth of water 
throughout its entire length and in the spa- 
cious basins at each end of it is 26 feet. One 
quarter of the distance is in natural lakes, but 
outside of the lakes it is a grand water-way 
325 feet wide at the surface, except in the 
deep cuttings, where it is 195 feet wide. A fresh 


water canal connects it with the Nile, but the 
former has locks and 1s not navigable except to 
small craft. M. de Lesseps and his assistants 
were engaged nine years in constructing the 
canal, much of the time being spent in over- 
corning obstacles that were not found on the 
ground. Very few Englishmen considered 
the project feasible. When, however, the 
waters of the Red Sea and the Mediterranean 
were mingled in the Bitter Lakes in August, 
1809, the English people began to see that 
they had been mistaken. From this admis 
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sion tte y passed to a desire to’ capture the 


canal, and in 1875 Lord Beacénsfield. by a 
quiet commercial coup, pufchased 176,602 of 
the 400,000. shares, These shares were pur- 
chased from the khedive of Egypt through 
the Rothschilds. England and. Eaglishmen 
undoubtedly hold a majority of the shares, 


but the direction is in French hands, and de 
Legseps is still the president of the company. 

The whole commercial world has, of course 
a deep interest in the canal, but England is 
more deeply interested than any other n*tion 
because it is a vital part of the ruad to India. 
The business of the canal bas increased from 
$35,911 tons in 1870 to 5,794,000 tons in 1881, 
and every year adds to the enormous tonnage 
that it floats. Ofthis business England fur- 
nished last year 82 percent. England cannot,of 
course, permit Arabi Bey or all Egypt to en- 
danger her route to India. She cannot afford 
to have the question of control in doubt. She 
will fight to the utmost to retain all the 
power in Egypt that she had before Arabi 
Bey appeared on the scene as a liberator or 
dictator, and the chances are that when 
her iron-clads and battalions are once ready 
for action, she will render Egypt a 
vassal state. If England to do much 
fighting in orderto protect thg Suez canal, 
she will surely never leave the field until she 
has guarantees that are equivalent to occupa: 
tion. These she will not be able to get, and 
so she will go to stay, if she goes at all.

PRISONERS ON A STRIKE, 
Their Velis Heard fer Two Milea—Their Feelings 
Kadly Hurt—P. eperty Destroy ed. 

Boston, Mass., July 7.—There is an incipi- 
ert revolt in thestate prison at Concord, and 
the 636 prisoners at that institution have been 
locked in their cells since yesterday morning. 
During the last half of Monday night they 
kept up a constant howling and yelling, 
which could be heard for a mile or two and 
could not to be quieted. The warden there- 
fore revoked the usual liberty of the yard: n 
the fourth, though he bad intended to give 
them two hours instead of one, as has been 
the custom, and had laid in a= supply 
of previsions of extra quality for their 
dinner. When the prisoners realized 
that their liberty was shut off they redoubled 
their disturbances, and have continued it 
most of the time to-day, howling, pounding 
with their tin dishes, breaking up their cell 
furniture,and bowling maledictions, oaths and 
curses at the warden and officials, etc. It is 
estimated that they bave destroyed prison 
property to the value of $5,000 or more. They 
swear that they will not work till they have 
been given yard liberty, and Warden Earle 
has dceided to keep them confined to their 
cells until a radical change in deportment is 
made. In their present inflamed condition it 
is not considered safe or expedient t allow 
them togetherin the shops. Further devel- 
opments are awaited anxiously. No special 
danger is feared so long as the prisoners are 
keptin their cells and under strict watch of 
the officials, but there is, of course, fear of a 
break.

They intend to go ahead as soon as matters 
are adjusted and double the capacity of the 
mills, tilling the entire building with machin- 
ery and giving employment to double the 
noniber of bands’ This will involve and ad- 
ditional expenditure of $150,000.

The Baggage Question. | 
From the Philade)phia Record. 

General Passenger Agent Wrenn seems to have 
understood the extent ot thg baggage business 
when he proposed hisreform. The tollowing will 
be interesting to those who have never looked into 
the matter: 

THE TRAIL OF A BAGGAGE SMASHER. 

The great baggage room of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, on the west side of Fifteenth street, is piled 
up with baggage of every description aud size 
during there sultry summer days, and a dozen or 
more baggage-masters are working from morning 
until night dispatching the thousands of trunks 
which pass through the depot every =e “They 
call us baggage smashers,”’ said a perspiring bag- 
gage-tosser, “and I'd like to know if we haven't 
more consideration for the baggage than these 
people bave for us. Just look at that,” he ex- 
ciaimed in a pet, pointing to a long line of trunks, 
some of them three-and-a-balfieet highand broad 
in proportion. Another fellow on top of this moun- 
tain of great trunks smiled grimly as he thrust oue 
of them overto the stone floor anditfell witha 
crash There looked to be more than a thousand 
pieces of bagyage in the wide and high room, and 
a great stream was pouriog in from scores of carts 
and wagons. 

‘Time was,’’ said am old veteran, ‘‘when one car 
would more thau carry all the baggage of a train. 
Now it takes halfadozen. It’s a wonder half of it 
doesn’t get lost, but we don't missend one piece in 
a month, and that, out of thousands, you will ad- 
mit is doing very well.” 

‘How about smushing the baggage ?’’ 

“Wel, sometimes we do, but it’s the fault of the 
trunk and not of the baggage-master. Peuple will 
bring big. cheap, pine trunks, and we can’t haul 
them about with derricks. Occasionally things get 
spitied out,” and the writer could very well im- 
agine that they did. 

:ear by year, as tne old veteran said, trunks have 
gotten largerand larger until some of the ‘dog 
houses’ and “Long Branch cottages’’ are wonder 
ful, andtothe baggage-master fearful to behold. 
One trunk came into the depot the other day five 
feet long and four feet high. It wentto Europe per 
New York steamer, and was baggage smasher proof. 
Great bands of iron held its top fast to the body, 
and bands of broad leather were fasiened from eud 
to end. 

The checking and dispatching of more than a 
thousand trunks a day is one of the curiosities of 
the Pennsylvania railroad’s great depot. [tis sent 
out on a hundred different trains, and if sent by 
one train would ‘‘make up’’ two ofthe biggest 
freight trains ever sent out from the city. The 
local baggage is sorted, checked and dispatched in 
axother and smaller room, and altogether a small 
regirentof men is required to get it properly 
stored and senteff. An videmploye, whois fond 
of tiguring, has estimated thatalmost three million 
pounds of baggag-is sent out of the Broad street 
station every week, ‘‘aud if occasionally some fel- 
low'’s trunk does get split open it’s a pretty good 
showing that not two piecesare lost in a month,’ 
said our statistician, ashe tackled a great trank 
marked ‘‘Grand Hotel, Paris,’’ and, with the aid of 
three stalwart assigtants, hauled it to the elevator, 
to be sent to a waiting train on the track above.
